Amendment to quarantine regulations. 
CIRCULAR. 


[Department Circular No. 14, 1908. Bureau of Public Health and Marine-Hospital 
Service. ] 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 
Washington, March 4, 1908, 
To National. State, and local quarantine Office rs, collectors of CUSTOINS, 
sh ipowne 78 and agents, and othe TS CONCE rned: 

Paragraph 68 (c), quarantine regulations of 1903, as previously 
amended, is hereby changed to read as follows: 

aragraph 68 (c): If arriving at a port south of the southern 
boundary of Maryland in the season of close quarantine, April 1 to 
November 1, directly or via a northern port, froma tropical American 
port, unless said port is known to be free from yellow fever. 

The effect of this amendment is to cause the close quarantine season 
to begin April 1 instead of March 15, with regard to vessels from 
ports known or suspected of being infected with yellow fever, and 
arriving at southern ports, either direct or via northern ports.

REQUEST FOR FLEAS FOR IDENTIFICATION, AND FOR INFORMATION RELA- 
TIVE TO LOCAL SPECIES OF FLEAS, RATS, AND MICE. 


To officers of the Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, health 
officers, and physicians: 

Reference has previously been made in the Public Health Reports 
(December 13, 1907, p. 1799) to the investigations of the British 
Plague Commission in India. These investigations have established 
the fact that plague may be transmitted from one animal to another 
by means of the flea; and it appears that this is the common method 
of transmission of plague among animals, and from them to man. 
The species most used in the experiments of the commission is the 
common Indian rat flea, known as Pulea cheopis. This flea appears 
to be identical with the common rat fleas found in Australia and 
the Philippine Islands, known in the former country as Pulex pal- 
lidus, in the latter as Pulex philippinensis. 

The transmission of plague is a subject of much importance at the 
present time, and knowledge of the species of rats and fleas in the 
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ports of the United States should be extended. In view of these 
facts a letter was, on February 15, 1907, addressed to the medical 
officers of the Service on duty at the Pacific ports, instructing them 
to make investigations for the purpose of determining the different 
species of rats and fleas to be found in those ports. Many speci- 
mens of fleas have been forwarded to the Bureau for identification, 
some of which were found to be Pulew pallidus. 

It is now desired to extend the investigations to other places in the 
United States, and you are invited to cooperate with the Bureau by 
-furnishing such information as you may have or may be able to ob- 
tain respecting the species of fleas, rats, and mice found in your _re- 
spective localities, and especially to secure and forward to the hygienic 
laboratory of the Service specimens of fleas for identification. Re- 
ports of these examinations will be made to the persons forwarding 
the specimens. 














Directions for collecting and forwarding fleas. 






1. Collect all specimens in small vials of alcohol, using no cotton 
within the vial. Take especial care that each vial represents but a 
single host species, and is accompanied by full data—host, locality, 
and collector. Fleas should be collected immediately after the death 
of the host. Sometimes, if the host animal be small, much time may 
be saved by immersing it slowly in water, driving the fleas to one 
extremity, a last sudden dip throwing them off upon the surface of 
the water, from which they may be easily gathered. 

2. Exact determinations should each time be made of the host. If 
anyone engaged in these investigations is not familiar with the 
species and varieties of the common rats and mice, he should first of 
all collect two specimens in alcohol of each form of rats and mice, 
number each lot, and send one series to the Director, Hygienic Labora- 
tory, Washington, D. C., for determinations, retaining the duplicate 
specimens for comparison. By this simple procedure all hosts may 

: be definitely and accurately cited. it is not sufficient to record the 
hosts simply as “rats” and “ mice.” Packages sent by mail should 
be packed to comply with the postal amide. 

3. Probably the most important collections of fleas that can now be 

made are of those species actually found upon plague or leprosy 
patients, or upon lower classes of human beings in the more sordid 
surroundings, especially near wharves and docks.

Passed Assistant Surgeon Blue reports, February 27: 
A telegram, as follows, was sent by me to the Bureau February 26, 
1908 : 


The funds raised by citizens’ health committee to carry on sanitary cam- 
paign are now available. Two hundred more men have been employed to 
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supplement our present work payable from that fund. An educational cam- 
paign is being actively pushed. The general public is cooperating well. The 
city is rapidly becoming cleaner. The garbage collection and destruction service 
is being reorganized. The sewers are to be repaired and screened. Infection 
in rats is on the decrease. The rat catch was over ten thousand last week. 
Laboratory facilities for examining rats have been increased to 1,000 per day. 

The following is a more detailed report: 

The educational campaign, which has been actively pushed by the 
citizens’ health committee, has thoroughly aw: akened the general 
public of San Francisco to the danger of a_ ree ‘rudescence of 
plague. Meetings of every line of business and trade have been held, 
the aid of the church federation invoked, the school teachers and 
their pupils interested, and the entire public taught the danger of 
plague and the means of avoiding it and rendering the city per- 
manently plague-proof. The women’s clubs have ‘also taken the 
matter up and have placed volunteer inspectors in the field. The 
Service officers have been detailed to attend these meetings, to lecture 
on the technical side of plague, and many of the most prominent 
business men have practically forsaken their work to assist in the 
crusade. Garbage cans and rat-traps can not be procured fast enough 
to meet the demand for them, and the drug stores have been distri- 
buting rat poison free. 

The citizens’ health committee has begun to raise $500,000 to be 
used in the campaign. <A portion of that fund is now available, and 
two hundred men have been employed to be paid therefrom. An in- 
crease in this force at an early date is contemplated. These men are 
under Service officers, and do the same work as the Federal employees 
and are subjected to the same discipline. As fast as these men can be 
trained and traps and other supplies procured, the Seventh or Rich- 
mond district, the Eighth or Sunset district, and the Tenth or 
Butchertown district will be opened and a force placed therein. 
Headquarters have been secured in the Seventh or Richmond dis- 
trict and Acting Assistant Surgeon Weyer detached from the 
Eleventh district and placed in charge of the Seventh district. He 
has a gang of men at work preparing the headquarters and will be 
given a force of men on March 2, when he will begin the active prose- 
cution of work in that district. 

The scavenger service of the city is being reorganized. One of 
the objects of the present sanitary crusade has been the introduction 
of a municipal free system of garbage collection and destruction, to 
be paid for by a tax levy. The board of supervisors has such an 
ordinance under consideration at the present time. The Service 
inspectors note all houses having no scavenger service and a scaven- 
ger is sent to offer his services. Tf it is refused, the ¢ ity health officer 
prosecutes the offending householder. If the householder is too poor 
to pay for the removal of his garbage, the work is paid for by the 
citizens’ health committee. 

At my suggestion the board of supervisors has passed rigid stable 
and garbage- ‘an ordinances. ‘These are being well enforced and are 
improving sanitary conditions greatly. With a view to rendering 
the city permanently rat-proof, an ordinance covering this point has 
been passed. 

For the purpose of carrying on the work of plague prevention the 
Central California Sanitary Commission has been formed. This 
consists of representatives from the State board of health, the boards 
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of supervisors, the city officers, and the county and municipal health 
officers from the counties of Sacramento, San Joaquin, Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Santa Clara, San Mateo, Marin, Sonoma, Solano, and 
Napa. This commission holds weekly meetings in this city and its 
members are calling mass meetings in their counties to educate the 
people and to arouse them to sanitary work to prevent the spread of 
plague to their territory. Service officers have been detailed to ad- 
dress these meetings. This has increased greatly the work of the 
Service officers.

CURRENT QUARANTINE MEASURES. 


{From the Verdéffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheitsamtes, Berlin, February 5, 
1908. } 


CHOLERA, 


Betcium.—January 18. Measures for arrivals from the Asiatic 
coast of the Red Sea between Lith and Yambo, inclusive, put in 
force. Maritime arrivals subject at the quarantine stations of the 
Scheldt and the ports of Ostend, Nieuport, Zeebrugge, and Salzaete 
to measures prescribed in Title 1, Chapter II, Section ILI, of the 
Paris Convention of 1903. 

ecyer.— January 11. The returning pilgrimage of this year de- 
clared cholera-infected. 

Norway.—January 22. The Russian governments of Simbirsk, 
Tschernigow, Ekaterinaslaw, the Turgai Province, and the Don Ter- 
ritory declared free of cholera. 

Turkey.—January 21. Passengers on arrivals from the Russian 
ports of the Black Sea required only to undergo medical inspection 
and the prescribed measures of disinfection either at the lazaretto of 
Monastir-Aghzy (Kavak) or Sinope. 


PLAGUE. 


Avsrria.—January 15. Measures ordered November 18 by mari- 
time authorities at Trieste against arrivals from Phillippeville sus- 
pended. 

Bevieium.-—January 18. Measures against arrivals from Paraguay, 
Argentina, and Chile suspended. 

Quarantine at Orissa against 
arrivals from Djeddah suspended. 

Turxey.—January 21. Precautionary measures against arrivals 
from Alexandria replaced by medical inspection at the first Turkish 
port provided with sanitary officers.

steamship Mendoza, for New Orleans, with cargo of coffee, no pas- 
sengers, and with no change in the personnel of the crew; January 
17, U. S. Navy collier Cusar, for Hampton Roads, Va., in ballast, 
with no passengers and no change in the crew, and the American 
tug /’. G. Reynolds, with cargo of coal from the United States, to 
San Francisco, Cal., no passengers, and no change in the crew; Jan- 
uary 18, British steamship Ve/asquez, for New York, with a cargo 
of coffee, 9 cabin, 1 steerage passenger, and with 1 new member of 
the crew signed here; U. 8. Navy collier Abarenda, for Hampton 
Roads, with ballast, no passengers, and with no change in the crew 
while here, and British steamship Spartan Prince, for New York, 
with a cargo of cotfee, 1 cabin passenger, and with no change in the 
crew personnel; January 20, U. S. Navy collier Sterling, for San 
Juan, P. R., in ballast, with no passengers, and no change in the per- 
sonnel of the crew; German steamship Christiania, for New York, 
with a cargo of coffee, no passengers, and with no change in the 
crew personnel, and U. S. Navy colliers Brutus and Nero, with bal- 
last, for Hampton Roads, with no passengers, and with no change in 
the crew personnel; January 25, Brazilian steamship Acre, for New 
York, with a general cargo, and with no change in the crew per- 
sonnel, and with 31 cabin and 13 steerage passengers: January 24, 
Portuguese bark Margarita, for New Orleans, with no passengers and 
no change in the personnel of the crew, and in stone ballast; British 
steamship Afghan Prince, for New Orleans, in cargo of coffee, no 
change in the crew personnel and 1 steerage passenger, and Portu- 
guese ship Fenice, for Gulfport, in stone ballast, with no passengers. 
and with no change in the personnel while in this port. All vessels 
lay in the open bay while here. 

No other vessels left this port for United States ports during this 
period. 

The American Navy colliers did not leave on the dates above stated 
when the bills of health were issued, but in all cases the bills were 
returned before sailing and the dates of sailing were changed to the 
proper dates. 

Plague and smallpox—Mortality, city of Rio de Janeiro.—Week 
ended January 19. Total estimated population of the city, 628,675. 
Total deaths, 258. No cases nor deaths reported due to yellow fever. 
Bubonic plague caused no deaths, with 1 new reported case. and 
smallpox caused 15 deaths, with 39 new cases reported. At the close 
of the week there were in the hospital of Sao Sebastiado no cases of 
yellow fever under treatment, 40 cases of smallpox and 5 cases of 
plague under treatment, and 29 cases of suspicious illness under 
observation. 

Week ended January 26. Total deaths, 267. No cases nor deaths 
caused by yellow fever, 5 new reported cases of plague, with no 
deaths, and 24 new reported cases of smallpox, with 14 deaths from 
this cause. At the close of the week there were in the hospital of 
Sao Sebastiao no cases of yellow fever, 50 cases of smallpox and 7 
cases of plague under treatment, and 27 cases of suspicious illness 
under observation.

Report from Matanzas—Inspection and fumigation of vessels—His- 
tory of yellow fever case on steamship Britannic at Cardenas. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Nuiez reports, February 18: 

Week ended February 15. Bills of health were issued to 10 ves- 
sels clearing for the United States of which 1 was fumigated and 
certified to. 

On February 7 the Norwegian steamship Pritannic arrived at 
Cardenas, Cuba, with one of the crew, the cook, sick with yellow fever. 
The patient was transferred to the hospital of that place and the 
moll fumigated shortly after by the Cuban authorities. According 
to the captain’s statement this vessel left New York for Baltimore 
January 6, and proceeded from there to the island of Trinidad, Jan- 
uary 11, arriving at the latter place January 22. There the vessel 
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lay nine days at anchor in the open bay about 3 miles off shore. 
Strict orders were given the crew not to go ashore, as the captain was 
advised that yellow fever was prevalent at the place. Notwith- 
standing this, one night about three days after arrival, 3 of the crew 
managed to escape from the vessel and went ashore. While the vessel 
was in port about 42 native stevedores were employed aboard in un- 
loading the cargo on lighters tied alongside.. These workers retired 
ashore every evening and returned in the morning to resume their 
occupation. 

On February 1 the vessel sailed directly for Cardenas with all well 
on board. With the exception of the 3 sailors referred to and the 
captain, all nonimmunes, no one else went ashore at Trinidad. The 
vessel remained at the same anchorage up to the time of departure 
from that port. Three days after leaving Trinidad—that is, on 
February 4—the cook, who had not been ashore at all, was taken 
sick, while none of the other members of the crew who landed at. the 
place and who had directly exposed themselves to the contagion 
developed the disease. 

The steamship Britannic was fumigated again by this Service 
February 14, when about to leave port for Philadelphia direct. The 
temperature of all the crew was taken and found normal immediately 


before sailing. 


Report from Santiago—Inspection and fumigation of vessels— 
Work of fumigation continued, 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, February 15: 

Week ended February 15. Bills of health were issued to 9 vessels 
bound for the United States and its dependencies. The Cuban steam- 
ship Julia, bound for San Juan, P. R., was fumigated to kill mosqui- 
toes. Clean bills of health were issued to all. 

No quarantinable disease has been reported. The work of fumigat- 
ing the lower part of the city continues. 


ECUADOR. 
Reports from Guayaquil—Mortality among rats—Plaque not offi- 
cially announced—Yellow fever at Guayaquil and Huigqra. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Lloyd reports, February 11 and 17: 

Rats are dying in large numbers all over the city of Guayaquil. 
Sick rats are often seen in broad daylight. In accordance with in- 
structions from President Alfaro I have been tendered the labora- 
tories of the Collegio Vicente Rocafuerte, and two prominent physi- 
cians have been named to cooperate with me in the bacteriological 
examinations. 

A member of the local board of health informs me that rats have 
been dying in Machali, a port near the Peruvian border, for about 
two months. Coasting steamships ply between that port and Guay- 
aquil without supervision. 

There is considerable yellow fever present and 4 deaths are re- 
ported from Huigra during the past week. 
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February 17. I reported February 13 that the local board of health 
had officially announced the presence of bubonic plague in Guaya- 
quil. (See Public Health Reports, February 21, p. 219.) This state- 
ment was based on misinformation. The action was taken by the 
physicians of Guayaquil who were called together by the governor 
(himself a physician), who asked for their opinion. The majority 
of representative physicians of Guayaquil were present and there was 
only one among them who expressed the opinion that there was no 
plague in Guayaquil. 

The board of health reserves official announcement of plague pend- 
ing the completion of bacteriological examination. 

Active measures to prevent the propagation of the disease are 
being taken by the local authorities. 

There have been 3 undoubted cases to date with 2 deaths. 


EGYPT. 


Report from Cairo—Hospital for foreign cholera patients to be es- 
tablished—American consular officers directed to cooperate with 
government authorities in preventive measures against cholera. 


The following is received from Consul-General Iddings, under 
date of February 5: 

The Egyptian government informs me that its officers will equip 
and administer in Cairo a hospital for the reception of foreign 
cholera patients in case the disease appears. 

In compliance with a request from the Egyptian authorities I 
have directed all American agents in this country to cooperate to the 
utmost with the Egyptian authorities in quarantine and other pre- 
ventive measures against cholera. So far as I can learn no cases 
have vet occurred in Egypt. 


HAWAII. 
Report from Honolulu—Plaque at Hilo. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Cofer reports: 
February 24. A case of plague occurred at Hilo February 22. 


INDIA. 


Report from Caleutta—Transactions of NService—Cholera, plaque : 
and small pox—Plaque in India and Bengal. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, January 30: 

During the week ended January 25 a bill of health was issued 
to the steamship Aabinga bound for Boston and New York with a 
total crew of 62, and to the steamship Stephanotis bound for Boston 
and New York with 31 in the crew. The usual precautions were 
taken, the holds were fumigated, rat guards were placed on the 
wharf lines, and the Asiatics’ effects were disinfected. 

During the week ended January 11 there were 37 deaths from chol- 
era, 15 from plague, and 5 from smallpox in Caleutta. In Bengal 
there were 442 cases of plague, with 336 deaths. In India there were 
3.719 cases of plague, with 2.833 deaths.

Passed Assistant Surgeon Cumming reports, February 4: 

Bills of health were issued during the week ended February 1 to 
4+ steamships, having an aggregate personnel of 746 members of 
crews and 675 passengers. 

During the month of January 531 intending steerage passengers 
for the United States or their possessions were examined with refer- 
ence to their freedom from loathsome or dangerous contagious dis- 
eases. Of these 127 were recommended for objection and 404 were 
passed. Of the latter 355 embarked and were certified. Three 
hundred and fifty-three emigrants, 16 sailors, and 87 steerage 
passengers for Victoria were bathed and 931 pieces of baggage were 
disinfected. All the steerage passengers were vaccinated. 

The present outbreak of smallpox throughout the Japanese Em- 
pire exceeds in virulence and rapidity of spread any previous epi- 
demic of recent years, but it has apparently been somewhat checked 
both here and in Tokyo by the vaccination of the population by 
police authority. 

There were 34 cases of smallpox. with 10 deaths. during the week 
ended February 1 and 12 cases so far this month. A total of 145 
cases Was Officially reported this year, with 40 deaths.

Reports from Kobce—Inspection of vessels—Evamination of emi- 
grants—Status of smallpow—H ouse-to-house ins pe etion—V accina- 
tion—Plague and smallpow at Osaka. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports. January 28 and Febru- 
ary 4: 

During the week ended January 25, 3 supplemental bills of health 
were granted to 3 steamships with an aggregate personnel of 1.090. 

There were inspected 3 vessels, 517 “members of crews, 17 cabin 
and 472 steerage passengers: 202 steerage passengers were bathed 
and their effects were disinfected by steam and labeled: 35 pieces 
of baggage were inspected and passed: manifests were viséed for 
1,620 pieces of freight, and 204 certificates of vaccination were issued. 
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Emigrants were examined as follows: Steamship CAina, for Manila, 
passed 2, recommended for rejection 7; steamship Aorea, for Hono- 
lulu and San Francisco, passed 206, recommended for rejection 164. 

The official report of communicable diseases in Kobe for the week 
shows smallpox, 983 cases and 240 deaths. 

According to the official figures there was an increase last week of 
245 cases of smallpox in the number reported, as compared with 
the week previous. 

House-to-house inspection by the police is continued, and in this 
way from 33 to 50 per cent of the cases officially reported are found. 
Universal vaccination is also being practiced, and in Hiogo district, 
where the epidemic began, and which contains about 135,000 people, 
the task is practically completed, and there has been a slight decline 
in the number of new cases occurring there. In the eastern and 
western districts. however, the conditions are not so favorable. 

At the smallpox hospital more than 700 cases are under treatment. 
This institution, constructed to accommodate about 200 patients, is 
extremely overcrowded, there being as many as 8 persons in rooms 
about 15 by 12 by 8 feet. 

During the week ended February 1, supplemental bills of health 
were granted to 3 steamships with an aggregate personnel of 818. 

There were inspected 3 vessels, 538 members of crews, 15 cabin and 
246 steerage passengers: 138 steerage passengers were bathed and 
their effects were disinfected by steam, manifests were viséed for 
19,298 pieces of freight, and vaccination certificates were issued to 
137 steerage passengers. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: Steamship JJinnesota, for 
Seattle. passed 6, recommended for rejection 7; steamship America 
Maru, for Honolulu and San Francisco, passed 70, recommended for 
rejection 143; steamship Zosa Maru, for Seattle, passed 28, recom- 
mended for rejection 33. 

The official report of communicable diseases in Kobe for the week 
shows smallpox 719 cases and 363 deaths. ‘The total deaths reported 
numbered 570. 

There has been a steady, but rather slow, decrease in the number 
of new cases of smallpox reported from day to day. This condition 
is attributed to the effect of the vaccinations which have been prac- 
ticed. The zeal of the authorities in dealing with the epidemic has 
not been relaxed, and the measures heretofore alluded to are still 
being pursued. 

Smallpox has developed in epidemic form in Osaka, and according 
to reports there were no less than 204 cases during the week just 
ended, with a mortality of 134. There were 4 new cases and 5 
deaths from plague in Osaka during the week ended January 25.

PERSIA. 


Report from Teheran—Cholera among pilgrims at Mecca and 
Dijeddah. 


The following is received from the American legation at Teheran, 
under date of January 30: 

The report of the sanitary council of the Persian Empire, which 
was held at Teheran January 6, shows that cholera rages among the 
pilgrims at Mecca, as well as at Djeddah, where the deaths have lately 
numbered more than 400 a day. A report that cholera had appeared 
at Bagdad was fermally contradicted by the British consul-general 
in that city a few days ago. 

The regulations of the council, dated September, 1907, provide that 
the legation physicians are ex-officio members of the council. 


PERL. 


Report from Callao—lIuspection and fumigation of vessels—Small- 
pox at Callao and Lima. 


Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, February 2: 

Week ended February 1. Five vessels were dispatched. with an 
aggregate personnel of 236 members of crews, 88 cabin and 55 steer- 
age passengers. All these vessels were fumigated except one, the 
American schooner G. £. Billings, bound for Newcastle, New South 
Wales. 

Smallpox continues in Lima, but is very much abated. Three 
cases of the same disease, one of them fatal, have recently occurred 
in Callao. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Report from Manila—Cholera at Manila and Mariquina—Cholera 
on steamship Romulus—Additional interisland quarantine restric- 
tions—Inspection of vessel. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, January 16: 
Week ended January 11. There has been a still further increase in 
the number of cholera cases in Manila for the past week, there being 
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a total of 45 cases, with 35 deaths. The virulence of the disease is 
still increasing. ‘Toward the latter part of the week covered by this 
report, cholera commenced to attack persons better nourished and 
housed than those who have been attacked by the disease heretofore. 
Two Americans and several Spaniards, as well as a number of prom- 
inent Filipinos, are at present confined to the San Lazaro cholera 
hospital. 

During the week there were 45 cases and 43 deaths in the town of 
Mariquina, which is situated upon the banks of the river, above the 
intake from which the water supply of the city of Manila is ob- 
tained. The patrol maintained by United States troops has been 
effective, and no pollution of the river has taken place. 

Cholera made its appearance on board the steamship Romulus, 
which arrived at Zamboanga January 7. ‘This vessel Vet Manila 
January 2. The first case occurred in the person of a Japanese pas- 
senger, who succumbed a few hours after the first symptoms of the 
disease appeared. Shortly afterwards another case developed. In 
the meantime the vessel was remanded to the Cebu quarantine station 
for disinfection and detention, but before the disinfection could be 
begun, 2 more cases made their appearance, making a total of 4 cases 
to date. The passengers who had disembarked between the dates 
of January 2 and 7 have all been accounted for, and no case of 
cholera has appeared among them, in view of which fact it is be- 
lieved that cholera has not been introduced at any of the places at 
which the vessel called previous to her arrival at Zamboanga. 

It became necessary to impose additional outgoing quarantine de- 
tention upon all outgoing interisland vessels. which was done com- 
mencing January 6. Toward the latter part of the week it became 
apparent that additional quarantine was necessary in order to safe- 
guard the provinces, and a quarantine of forty-eight hours was im- 
posed, to be effective January 13. : 

During the week, the only vessel leaving Manila and granted a 
consular bill of health was the British steamship Benarty, January 
6, with 41 in the crew, en route from Yokohama to Cebu. This 
steamship was granted a supplemental bill of health, after the usual 
inspection of personnel. 


RUSSIA. 


Reports from St. Petersburg—No new cases of cholera in Russia— 
Government of Tomsk and trans-Siberian Railroad declared free 
from cholera. 


The following information is received from the Department of 
State, under dates of February 24 and 26: 

A dispatch, dated January 31, from the American ambassador at 
St. Petersburg states that no new cases of cholera in Russia were 
reported between January 15 and 21. 

he American ambassador at St. Petersburg reports that, accord- 
ing to information communicated by the ministry for foreign affairs, 
the government of Tomsk and the territory along the trans-Siberian 
Railroad are free from cholera. 
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VENEZUELA. 
Yellow fever at Ciudad Bolivar. 


The American consul at Trinidad reports, under date of February 
12, that a number of cases of yellow fever with several deaths oc- 
cnrred at Ciudad Bolivar, Venezuela, during the month of January. 
The deaths have been principally among Germans.
